ALBANY — The city 
council, apparently unable 
to determine who should be 
mayor, has voted to post- 
pone its traditional reor- 

anization indefinitely with 
ayor Joyce Jackson re- 
maining in power. 

The decision to delay the 
annual rotation ofl the 
mayoral post at Monday’s 
meeting leaves Pat Griffin, 
who is considered next in 
line for the role, in his post 
as vice mayor. 

The council Monday voted 
3-2 to table its “reorganiza- 
tion,’ with no date set for 
reconsideration. 

The sensitive matter may 
be raised again, with the 
strong possibility that Mrs. 
Jackson may again be 
elected. 

Mrs. Jackson, Council- 
men Mike Gleason and Grif- 
fin have been considered the 
“liberal” element on the 
council, with the power to 


Council to 
lower city 
tax rate 


The Albany City Council is 
committed to lowering the 
1977-78 city tax rate com- 
pensating local property 
owners for the large in- 
crease in property assessed 
values. 

Council action Monday 
was unanimous after a mo- 
tion by Vice Mayor Pat Grif- 
fin, seconded by Council-. 
man Mike Gleason. 

The current tax rate is 
$2.04 per $100 assessed val- 
uation. If maintained at its 
present level the rate would 
exact much higher taxes 
from each property owner 
next year due to the county’s 
increase in assessments, 
more than 25 percent. 

And the council also voted 
to contact the county super- 
visors and the local school 
board, urging similar ac- 
tion. 

There was some discus- 
sion about how much a de- 
crease in the tax rate would 
be needed to compensate for 
the higher assessed values. 
City Administrator James 
Turner urged waiting until 
July when the city’s total 
assessed value becomes 


own.

It had been expected that 
Griffin could be elected 
mayor on a 3-2 vote, with 
Mrs. Jackson, Gleason and 


himself voting in favor 
Councilmen Howell and 
Luoma opposed. 


However, it became ap- 
pine last night that either 

ayor Jackson or Council- 
man Gleason also oppose 
Griffin’s elevation to the 
mayorship. 

Tiffin, the council’s most 
controversial member, be- 
came vice mayor 30 months 
ago when Gleason became 
mayor, succeeding Richard 
Clark who resigned from the 
council. 

Griffin continued as 
vice-mayor when 18 months 
later Mrs. Jackson replaced 
Gleason as mayor. 

It is generally believed 
that Griffin has ee hope- 
ful of becoming mayor de- 
spite the fact that he has 
been the center of most of 
the city’s major controver- 
sies in recent years, draw- 
ing the wrath of merchants 
and police department sup- 
porters. 

Griffin has been accused 
of being ‘‘anti-business’”’ 
and ‘‘anti-police,” but he 
has denied this. 

If nominated, Mrs. 
Jackson would probably 
consent to serve as mayor 
for a second year, observers 
believe.

Sir Kenneth took us ona tour 
of the townhouse develop- 
ment near Victoria Peak 
where a three-bedroom-two 
bath townhouse with ap- 
roximately 3,000 square 
eet of floor space sella for 
$590,000 American dollars. 
The same townhouse here 
would be priced at $110,000. 

“Hong Kong is more con- 
gested than Tokyo, if that’s 
possible. We also made a 
tour of the Kowloon Penin- 
sula — arriving 9n the day 
that the record sale was 
negotiated. A site on which 
an office building was to be 
erected sold for $800 per 
square foot — the highest 
price ever paid anywhere 
or a building site. 

“Since World War II Hong 
Kong has doubled in size — 
it now has a population of 
some 4.5 million. Many re- 
fugees fleeing from Red 
China settled there and ac- 
tually lived in tents for 
years before being able to 
rent a home. The city has 
solved some of its housing 
problems by building 
apartments from six to 25 
stories high, and there are 
at least 50 high-rises cur- 
rently under construction in 
the “New Territories’ — 
land leased from Red China 
which adjoins Kowloon. 

“The monetary situation 
there is unique. Hong: Kong 
is the financial center of 
Asia — there are no money 
restrictions. Anyone can 
bring money in or take it 
out, without interference. 

“And as a result there is 
so much money available 
that the banks have been 
forced to lower their savings

rates to one and one-half 
percent. The banks are hav- 
ing a hard time investing 
their funds because of the 
lack of land. The prime rate, 
at this time, is 4.5 percent. 

“We'll probably see.a 
great deal of Hong Kong in- 
vestment funds flowing to 
California where there is 
plenty of opportunity for in- 
vestment. . 

‘And Hong Kong is main- 
taining its friendly relations 
with Communist China, de- 
spite the fact that it is a 
British Crown, Colony and a 
member of the Free World. 
Faced with a drought this 
year, the city is getting half 
its water from a Red China 
aqueduct. And a great deal 
of the city’s food comes 
from China. 

“The lease on the New 
Territories will expire in 20 
years, but business and re- 
alty interests do not seem to 
be concerned about a Red 
China take-over and con- 
tinue to make heavy in- 
vestments in these leased 
properties. And they’re 
shrewd businessmen. Hon, 
Kong is the only Free Worl 
country devastated durin 
World War II that rebuilt 
itself with no outside funds. 
It relied solely on its hard 
working populace and its 
own keen judgments. 


“We extended our tour 
one week to see Bangkok 
and Singapore. Bangkok 
has the world’s worst traffic 
congestion. And American 
influence in the Thai capital 
is quite evident. 


‘Singapore — one of the 
arden cities of the world, 
as rebuilt since World War 

II and now is a metropolis of 
broad streets, beautiful 
pauses, and well-planned 
omes. There are no traffic 
problems there. The gov- 
ernment levies a tax on any- 
one driving a car into the 
downtown area, and re- 
quires that at least four 
people occupy that car. 


“lhe litter problem has 
been solved, too. Anyone 
caught tossing trash on the 
ground is fined $200. The 
town is very clean.

The drought is already having its effect on 
PG&E's ability to generate electric power this year. 
Here are the facts: 

In a normal year, much of PG&ES electricity 
is generated by water power. The drought has reduced 
our hydroelectric generating capacity to /ess than half 
of normal. By summer, we expect our reservoirs to be 
at all-time lows. Any chance of getting enough rain or 
snow to solve the problem just about disappeared by 
mid-March. 

Last year was also a drought year. But we 
were able to buy large amounts of hydroelectric power 
from the Pacific Northwest.

conditions there are so far below normal that a 10% 
cutback in power usage has been ordered. So no power 
at all is available to us from that source this year. 

Our Diablo Canyon Nuclear Plant has the 
capacity to fill the gap. But it is not in operation because 
it is still in the process of being licensed 

To make up for the missing hydro power this 
year, we are working our steam-electric generating 
plants (fueled mostly by oil) overtime. We are also 
buying power from Southern California and Nevada 
utilities. The amounts available may or may not be 
enough to meet all our customers’ demands during peak 
periods in coming months. If there is not enough power 
to go around, our customers will be asked to cut back 
their use even more than now. Power shortages that 
require actual power cutoffs to groups of customers will 
occur only if voluntary cutbacks fail to work. Or if'there 
is a breakdown of major steam-electric generating 
equipment. (Such breakdowns, unfortunately, are more 
apt to happen when generating equipment works 
overtime, as now.) 


WHAT ABOUT THE COSTS TO YOU? 


With hydroelectric capacity sharply reduced, 
it takes more oil to run our steam-electric generating 
plants. This oil, mostly imported, costs almost $15 a 
barrel. We will need to burn at least 50 million barrels 
of it this year—compared to less than 27 million last year. 
And the more oil we burn, the more electricity will cost.
